CARLTON BACK INTO GEAR 


With a new formation and a snappier style of play, Carlton put their January nightmere behind them to 
record their first victory at Falcons Park and get the club's season back on track. 


First-half goals from Dave McPherson and Alex Moreira - both from corner kicks - were enough to see off 
a brave Gippsland Falcons who almost completed a second-half fight back inspired by Robbie Puca’s 65th 
minute goal. Before kick-off, Stuart Munro re-called Craig Deans to partner Dave McPherson in his new-look 
back four. 17 year-old Josh Kennedy held his starting place alongside Moreira, while the Falcons welcomed 
Clayton Bell and Andy Vargas back from suspension. 


Playing with a gusty wind, Carlton's midfield began the game strongly and Lubo Lapsansky and Archie 
Thompson were soon giving the Falcons defence the run-around. At times the pace of Carlton's passing 
simply had the Falcons chasing shadows and one such quick-fire attack ended with Kennedy turning sharply 
before scuffing his left-foot shot into the arms the Falcons keeper. 


Thompson was the next to threaten after 15 minutes. Anthopoulos at fullback, flicked the ball to Thompson 
on the half-way line. The former Falcons favourite then proceeded to weave his way through a maze of 
tacklers and unleashed a powerful strike that whistled just over the crossbar. 


The Blues hit the front just on the half-hour via a corner. The ball first clumsily landed at Moreira's feet 
before McPhersot powered home a drive after having his initial shot blocked. Ten minutes later it was 2-0 
to the visitors thanks again to a corner. This time cross found a lurking Moreira at the back post he 
thumped his header impressively, for his 41th goal of the season. Just before half-time Kennedy was played 
clear by Slater following an intelligent pass from Atkinson. The big centre-forward homed in on Jevdjevic, but 
his tame shot failed to-test the Falcons ‘keeper. 


ve minutes after the breek, Carlton should have put the game beyond Gippsland through Moreira. Having 
muscled his way into the penalty box, the striker first committed and then beat Jevdjevic through a quick 
shuffle of his feet, then slipped past Dean Fak and Mehmet Durekovic with a stunning piece of individual 
skill, before seeing his shot bounce off the post. 


Falcons hit back 20 minutes into the second-half after John Hutchison had chased down and won the ball 
from Thompson. His deep cross ended with Puce chesting down and volleying home from well inside the 
penalty area. 


With the strong wind at their backs, the home side's confidence grew and for the rest of the half they 
enjoyed plenty of possession in the middle of the field. But with Deans and McPherson brave and composed 
in defence, Carlton were able to keep the Falcons at arm's length. But the Blues did have a scare in the final 
45 minutes with Gippsland having a penalty claim turned down after Dean Anastasiadis had clattered into 
Igor Mandic, leaving the Falcons striker clutching his already injured jaw. 


Inside the final 10 minutes, both Moreira and Thompson failed to find the target with headers before a 
sweeping break involving Deans and Mike Conroy finished with Thompson forcing a good save from Jevdjevic 
at close-range.
